Stand, therefore, having your loins girt 
about with truth, and having on the breast- 
late of righteousness; and your feet shod 
irith the preparation of the gospel of peace ; 
above all, taking the shield of faith, where- 
by ye shall be able to quench all the fiery 
darts of the wicked; and take the helmet of 


sulvalion, and the sword of the spirit,which, 


is the word of God. Eph. vi. 14—17, 


The Apostle in the verse previous sets 
forth the opposition, difficulties and ad- 
verse power against which the disciple 
of Jesus would have to contend in propa- 
gating the doctrine of his master. He 
would have to fight. against ‘fearful 
odds.’ The humble, unlearned, un- 
known individual would not have mere- 
iy “to wrestle against flesh and blood, 
but against principalities, against pow- 
ers, against the rulers of the darkness of 
this world, against spiritual wickedness 
in high places.” In short, the influence 
of wealth, power and authority would be 
exerted against him. In order, then, 
that the soldier of the cross might be | 
armed for the day of battle, the Apostle ; 
proceeds to invest him with a heavenly 
panoply. ‘The arinor is forged in the 


Christianity in that; but I contend that 
Mmmorality must destroy a man’s useful- 
ness in the gospel ministry. He will be 
ill suited to recommend to others the re- 
ception of doctrines, which have not 
been sufficiently binding for the conduct 
of himself. It is absolutely necessary, 
then,that he takes, with ‘*the breast- 
plate of righteousness,” It is impor- 
tant, however, to inquire in what right- 
eousness consists, for there is a very 
mistaken idea of the signification of this 
term. Righteousness then means doing 
right; itis uprightness of conduct, justice. 
‘‘What more (says the prophet) doth God 
require of thee, than to do justly, love 
mercy, and walk humbly with thy God.” 
Our master gives the same definition in 
meaning, if not in words:—‘*Do unto 
others what you would they should do 
unto you.” He who is armed with this 
breastplate shall never receive a mortal 
wound, The good will revere and coun- 
tenance him, and the arrows of the wick- 
ed will fall harmless at his feet. 

Now in the days of our Saviour, this 
righteousness was despised by the Phar- 
isees,-and they had substituted another 
piece of armor in its place—it was self- 
righteousness. It was a miserable sub-

Jtis this that has hurled the des- 
pot from his throne, It is this that has 
unlocked the prison of the mind and e- 
mancipated the captive spirit. At is this 
that has broken the fetters which have 
bound men to the cells of ignorance and 
superstition, and brought them into light 
and the enjoyment of those privileges 
which are the inherent right of an intel- 
lectual and rational being. ‘‘ You shall 
know the truth, and the truth shall make 
you free,” was the sententious remark 
of him “who spake as never man spake.” 
The soldier of the cross is not the min- 
ion of despotism, but the bold champion 
of freedom, He contends for the unt- 
versal interests of the whole human race. 
With him civil and religious liberty go 
hand in hand. What constitutes the 
“elfare of the state? the freedom and e- 
qual rights of the whole. What system 
of religion is most congeuial to the ge- 
hius of freedom? that which has for its 
object the hoppiness of all. When,then, 
the soldier of the cross comes forth aud 
jrofesses to wear the armory of heaven, 
let us test the strength of his loins. Is 
le the unbending advocate of that truth 
Which confers freedom? Does he loosen 
the bonds of error, superstition, terror 
and torment which have so long enslaved 
the trembling votaries of a false theolo- 
ty? If he comes not to let the captive 
free, but to bind him in ‘‘everlasting 
chains of darkness,’’ he is the soldier of 
adarker commander than Prince Im- 
manual, You have reason to believe 
kim a deserter from the hostile army.

Where, I ask, is the man who would not 
welcome the messenger? Did you ever 
expect the return of a dear friend or child 
and knew that he was coming to bring 
peace and happiness to the bosom of his 
expecting family? How anxiously have 
you awaited the day of his arrival! At 
length it comes! how tardy the hours ap- 
pear; you keep your eye intently fixed 
on that path, which he will have to trav- 
erse in order to reach your abode; you 
are all anxiety; at length you see him ; 
you mark his hurried step; his feet 
scarcely seem to touch the ground; how 
beautiful they appear! You see in them 
the love of the heart which urges their 
speed; he approaches; joy is in his face ; 
he is the messenger of glad tidings; you 
hear his light footsteps, and now he Is in 
your arms, Such is the description of 
the true soldier; he is shod with the gos- 
pel of peace, and it impels him to cone 
tinued exertion. If you wish to ascer- 
tain whether the soldier who —— ve} 
vou in the name of your Captain be a 
irue man, see whether he brings the 
words of life and peace.

This is the glory of the Christian warrior.

anger; does he look like one who has on 
the helmet of salvation? No; he is the 
soldier ‘‘of another gospel which is not 
the gospel.”” He isthe champion of his

Lasity. Te sorier bears in his hands 


“the sword ‘of the spirit, which is the 
word of God.”’ This is the only weapon 
of offence with which he is entrusted, 
‘the word of God;” and it.is all-suffi- 
cient. If he cannot conquer with this it 
is worse than useless to try any thing 
else. Ifthe ‘‘battle eannot be won” by 
truth, reason and love, nothing can ef- 
fect it. At all events, this is the only 
weapon which he has any right to use. 
When any one urges us to join their 
church as being constituted of true sol- 
diers we shall do well to consider what 
means were used to fill their ranks, Let 
us reject creeds and catechisims at vari- 
ance with the word of God. Doctrines 
not taught in the Bible are not binding 
onus. No one has a right to insist up- 
on our receiving any views which are 
not clearly exhibited in the sacred ora- 
cles. Look tothis. See also that you 
are not frightened into obedience by 
threats and denunciations of woe; net- 
ther be beguiled from interested motives. 
Never join a society because it promises 
to promote your temporal interests ; be- 
cause it offers a large bounly; this is a 
common trick with recruiting officers.— 
You once get entangled and then it is to 
late toescape. See that you are not 
thus imposed upon; many have been 
caught in such toils, and ‘‘imade subject 
to fear all their life time.” 

As watchfulness is the duty of the sol- 
dier,we should keep wide awake. There 
cannot be too much caution in the pres- 
ent day, when the country is overrun 
with those who are so intent in filling up 
their own ranks that they forget the ser- 
vice of the Redeemer.

FASHION. 


What is fashion? “Various attempts 
have been made by its votaries to give a | 
definition; but none ofthem have been | 
successful. The nearest approximation 
which they can make is to say who are 
not fashionable; and pressed for the 
reasons why the one class are fashiona- 
ble and the other are not,they reply that 
it is because such and such people are 
those with whom they ovauT To BE ac- 
QUAINTED; while the other set are those 
to whom THEY OUGHT TO BE STRANGERS. 
Still are we as distant as ever froma 
definiton. On being requested to des- 
cribe those whom they acknowledge to 
be fashionable, they invariably place wealth 
at the head of the list of qualifications. — 
Does wealth then constitute fashion?— 
They will reply that people may be weal- 
thy without being fashionable,but cannot 
easily, ifatall, be fashionable, without | 
being wealthy. Having pushed them to 
this point, we can furnish them with a 
definition. Fashion is vulgarity seeking 
notoriely. 

A very slight examination is sufficient 
to show that the greatest slaves of tashion 
are not those of the most cultivated minds. 
On the contrary, the enlightened and 
refined are generally desirous of avoid- 
ing notoriety, however solicitous some of 
them may be concerning fame. They 
may be ambitious; may wish to transmit 
to posterity aname,celebrated for talent, 
for the performance of some signal ser- 
vice to mankind. But the celebrity 
which attends them is very different from 
notority, and their motives and objects of | 
pursuit very different from those of the | 
fashionable. But generally speaking, 
people of cultivated minds and_ refined 
feelings,and more especially females, are 
desirous of avoiding notoriety.—They 
shrink from the gaze of the crowd and, 
are afraid of creating what is called a sen- 
sation; for with such, modesty is in 
proportion to merit. They dress and do 
many other things inthe fashion, fora 
reason the very opposite of that which | 
governs fashionable people; for the en- | 
lightened and cultivated do such things 
for the purpose of avoiding notoriety, 
while the fashionable do them for the 
purpose of seeking it. A woman of real 





refinement wears a particular dress be- | 
cause it is generally worn; for she wish- | 


es not to attract attention by dressing 
differently from others.—She therefore | 
chooses the medium that wili enable her 
to escape remark. The fashionist wears 
it because it is fashionable, because it | 
will distinguish her from the utfashion- | 
able, and she is careful to have it in the 
extreme of the fashion, for the purpose | 
of attracting attention to the fact that she | 
is thoroughly fashionable. } 
Why are people slaves to fashion? — | 
The only correct answer is, fur want of 
a good education; for want of those re- | 
sources of useful or entertaining knowl- | 
edge which enable the possessor to find 
menial vccupation within himself, or in | 
the society of minds of the same order. 
Hetherefore disregards the acquirements)| 
of fashion, as beneath the censideration | 
ofa rational being as fit only for 
ignorant and vulgar, who, with a desire 
for distiction have not the means of ac- 
quiring it among the wise of the enligh- 
fened. But theignorant have no such 
resources. Acquiring wealth perhaps 
by fortunate speculation, perhaps by pat- 
peut industry, they next endeavor to en- |
